Team Honda engine builder Rob 
Muzzy had a close call recently 
while taking instrument training 
lessons in his private plane. Muzzy 
was in the midst of an instrument 
approach to Long Beach Airport in 
Long Beach, California, and was 
over the Pacific Ocean at around 
4500 feet when he “‘had the feel- 
ing of hitting a telephone pole at a 
couple of hundred miles an hour."'' 
Muzzy and his flight instructor had 
actually made contact with another 
plane. “He was doing the same 
thing | was only he was doing 
maneuvers,” Muzzy said. “They 
came out of nowhere. We were 
underneath him and his left wing 
hit my left wing. We hit about two 
feet from where | was sitting, '' said 
Muzzy. The accident put a hole in 
Muzzy's wing and tore two and a 
half feet off the other plane's wing. 
Muzzy flew safely back to Long 
Beach while the other pilot landed 
at Orange County Airport.

Cranston 
reintroduces 
Desert 
Protection Act 


LONG BEACH, CA, JAN. 12 

The 1987 U.S. Congress was in 
session less than a day before 
Senator Alan Cranston (D-CA) 
reintroduced his controversal, 
Sierra Club-backed ''Desert Protec- 





tion Act," which would close more 
than nine million acres of southern 
California desert to off-road riders. 

The Cranston plan would desig- 
nate more than one-third of the desert | 
as wilderness and would be the larg- 
est land protection act in U.S. his- 
tory, if passed. 

The measure is similar to a bill 
Cranston introduced last year, which 
died in the Republican-controlled 
senate. Cranston's new bill stands a 
better chance of clearing congress 
this year because both houses, includ- 
ing the senate, are now controlled by 
Democrats. 

Cranston's proposal would set aside 
wilderness areas totalling 14,000 
square miles in Riverside, Tulare, 
San Bernardino, Inyo, Imperial, Riv- 
erside and Kern counties. Compan- 
ion bills were introduced in the House 
of Representatives by Cranston's 
Democratic colleagues, northern Cal- 
ifornia Congressman Richard Leh- 
man (D-Sanger), and southern Cali- 
fornia Congressman Mel Levine, (D- 
Los Angeles) t 

Cranston also introduced a bill 
that would protect.151.miles of the 
north and south forks of the Kern 
River in southern California. 

A second bill introduced by Leh- 
man would preserve 93 miles along 
the banks of the Kings River in cen- 
tral California; Lehman’s measure 
also endorses expansion of Yosemite 
National Park. 

Another conservation measure, in- 
troduced by House Whip Tony Coel- 
ho (D-Merced), would grant wild and 
scenic river status to the upper por- 
tion of the Merced River, and to the 
south fork of the same waterway. 
Coelho's bill — like Cranston's — ` 
was first introduced last year; it is 
designed to block construction of a 
hydro-electric plant. l 

According to the California Off- 
Road Vehicle Association, a list of 
some major riding areas that would 
be closed by wilderness or National 
Park restrictions under the Desert 
Protection Act include, Buttercup 
(Algodones Dunes), Glamis Dunes, 
Anza-Borrego, Saline Valley, Cudde- 
back, Red Rock/Dove Springs, Rands- 
burg, Scodies, Kennedy Meadows, 
Clark Mountains, Kelbaker Road/ 
Kelso, and Argus. 

CORVA also reports that the act 
would cut off the Barstow-to-Vegas 
race course by the East Mojave Park, 
Clark Mountains and Soda Moun- 
tains (Soda Dry Lake).

GSXR750 and 24 GSXR1100 events 
will be hosted by AFM (North and 
South) AMA CCS/LRRA, CRRC, 
MRA, OMRRA, WERA and 
WMRRA. Each club race event will 
see a purse of $2920 being paid out in 
the GSXR750 race and $2100 in the 
GSXR1100 race. A win ina GSXR750 
race will be worth $1300, and a 
GSXR1100 win will pay $1000.

The AMA National Hare and 
Hound Championship Series 
will be expanded toa nine-race 
program in 1987. 

The National Championship Ser- 
ies was AMA-sanctioned for the first 
time in 1986 and received so much 
support from riders and race organiz- 
ers that it looks almost sure to become 
an annual event in years to come. 

According to Roger Ansel, ama- 
teur activities manager for the AMA, 
the AMA met with organizers of 1986 
championship events and other inter- 
ested people late last year to arrange 
the 1987 race schedule and to discuss 
the series as a whole. 

“We had some problems in the first 
year," he said. “It was a new series 
and when something is new you 
alwaysanticipate some problems. We 
got together and tried to eliminate 
the problems and we think we've 
done so. We think that the things we 
are doing for the next series will help 
everybody.” 

Ansel said the biggest change for 
1987 is the addition of two extra 
events. 

“There will be nine events for 
1987," said Ansel. "We're repeating 
the six events that were held in 1986, 
and we’re going to have the Arizona 
event that had to be cancelled late in 
the year. That club will try for a loca- 
tion within the U.S. for 1987 so they 
won't have the insurance problems 
that caused the cancellation at their 
last location in Mexico. e.

Ward, Myerscough, 
Manneh top Huron GSN

Team Kawasaki's Jeff Ward scored a victory 
in the 250cc Pro class today at Huron Cycle 
Park for round two of the Continental 
Motosport Club/Dodge Trucks’ Golden State 


Nationals. Ward beat teammate 
Ron Lechien in motoone, then 
charged back to pass Yamaha's 
Jeff Leisk on the last lap of the 


second moto to grab the overall win. 


The 500cc Pro class turned into a 
Brian Myerscough and Tommy Watts 
showdown. Watts claimed the win by 
a small margin in the first moto, but 
in the second moto Watts and Myers- 
cough traded the lead several times. 





Myerscough took over the lead for 
good on lap six and held off Watts all 
the way to the checkers. 

Bader Manneh topped the field of 
125cc Pros after first-moto winner 
Willie Surratt dropped out on the 
first lap of the second moto. Rex 
Staten snagged the Vet Pro division 
victory for the:second week in a row, 
and Jimmy Gaddis powered his Suzu- 
ki to the win in the 80cc Expert class. 

"Today's racing started on a sour 
note as Team Honda's David Bailey 
crashed in the morning's first prac- 
tice session when he cased-it over a 
double jump. He landed on his head 
and was struck in the back by his 
bike. Bailey suffereda severe back injury 
and had to be airlifted from the track 
by helicopter. 

The first 250cc Pro moto of the day 
saw Lechien get a jump on the field 
as they came out of the gate, but as 
they rounded turn two, Ward and 
Yamaha's Broc Glover were right on 
his fender. Lechien, Ward and Glover 
battled three abreast for the first part 
of the lap, but as the leaders came out 
of the back section of the course, it 
was Ward who held the lead with 
Glover in second and Lechien third. 





Brian Myerscough (33) won the 
500cc Pro class, via a 2-1 tally. 











The leaders remained in tight for- 
mation until lap five when Lechien’s 
heavy pressure on Glover finally paid 
off. Lechien and Yamaha's Leisk both 
went by Glover and bounced him 
back to fourth place. 

Leisk set his sights on Lechien on 
lap six and began to pressure him for 
the second-place slot. As the battle 
entered the back half of the track, 
Leisk launched himself past Lechien 
and took over the runner-up spot. 

Ward had it on cruise control out 
front, holding a 12-second advantage 
on Leisk, who had pulled away slight- 
ly from Lechien by the end of lap 
seven. On lap eight, Suzuki's George 
Holland assumed fourth place as 
Glover faded back to fifth. 

Leisk whittled down Ward’s mar- 
gin to 10 seconds but couldn’t put 
together a strong enough charge to 
get any closer. Ward scored the win 
followed by Leisk and Lechien. Hol- 
land and Glover diced it out for 
fourth all through the last lap. Glover 
tried to make a pass on Holland but 
ended up crashing as Holland pushed 
him to the outside of a turn. 

At the drop of the gate for moto 
two Holland blasted into the lead fol- 
lowed by teammate Erik Kehoe and 
Leisk. Ward was holding down fifth 
place and Lechien got a bad start and 
was midpack. 

Leisk was on the gas and quickly 
disposed of Kehoe and Holland, tak- 
ing over the lead on lap two. Leisk 
wasted no time powering away to a 
three-second lead on Holland by lap 
three. Ward was in fourth and chal- 
lenging Tommy Watts for the third- 
place position as Holland tried des- 
perately to fight off both Kawasaki 
riders. 

At the midway mark, Leisk had a 
six-second advantage, while Watts 
and Ward moved past Holland and 
were trying to narrow the gap on 
Leisk. Leisk maintained a fast pace 
out front, but Ward had jumped past 
Watts and was working hard to reel- 
in Leisk. Lap six saw a charging 
Lechien move up to fourth place and 
begin to challenge Watts for third. 

For the next two laps Leisk tried to 
maintain his advantage over the fast- 
closing Ward. Ward closed the dis- 
tance on Leisk each lap and by lap 
nine was within striking distance of 
the leader. Watts lost third to Lechien 
on lap eight 

On the white flag lap, Leisk's small 
lead was gone; Ward was right on the 
Yamaha rider’s rear tire and looking 
for an opening. Leisk and Ward 





battled side-by-side for the lead for 
most of the lap, but as they came into 
the last section of the track, Ward 
zapped Leisk and rocketed into the 
lead. The drag race to the checkered 
flag ended with Ward five bike lengths 
in front of Leisk and the overall 
winner. Leisk’s 2-2 netted him second 
and Lechien snagged third with a 3-3 
score. 

In the first 500cc moto, Honda- 
mounted Willy Simons grabbed the 
holeshot and led the field around on 
lap one. Myerscough had moved into 
second place, and Mike Larson was 
right behind in third. Myerscough 
and Larson both roosted by Simons 
on lap two and were locked in a tight 
battle for the lead. Watts also picked 
off Simons on lap two and was in 
close contact with the lead duo. 

Myerscough and Larson were 
swapping the lead back and forth on 
lap three with Watts lurking in third. 
Larson jammed by Myerscough in 
the back part of the track and assumed 
the lead. Larson had no trouble put- 
ting some distance on Myerscough, 
who now had his hands full with the 
hard-charging Watts. Watts railed by 
Myerscough on lap four and set out 
after Larson. 

Larson's lead was short-lived as he 
went off the track on lap four. Watts 
and Myerscough both flew past Lar- 
son, dropping the Kawasaki rider 
back to third. Watts quickly moved 
out toa small cushion on the second- 
place duel between Myerscough and 
Larson. The second-place battle raged 
for two laps as Myerscough and Lar- 
son battled with less than a bike 
length between them. 

Watts held a rapid pace out front 
and managed to keep the second- 
place battle from becoming a battle 
for the lead. Myerscough fought off 
Larson until the closing laps when 
Larson bailed off and was slow in 
getting up. At the checkered flag the 
top three stood Watts, Myerscough 
and Simons. 

In the second moto, Myerscough 
powered his Honda into the lead in 
turn two with Larson in tow. Myers- 
cough and Larson led the charge for 
the first two laps, but Watts had soon 
sliced his way from fourth into second 
and was reeling in the leader. 

By lap three, Myerscough and Watts 
were again hooked up in a battle for 
the lead. At the end of lap three, 
Watts pulled alongside Myerscough 
on the front straight and tried to out- 
brake him going into the hairpin at 
the end of the straight. Watts jumped 
his way past Myerscough on lap four 
and then started to build an advantage. 

Watts maintained a steady margin 
on Myerscough until lap six when 
Myerscough got on the gas and zeroed 
in on Watts. In the back section of the 
track Myerscough blasted past Watts 
and tried to put some distance between 
himself and Watts. The gap remained 
at around six bike lengths for the 
next three laps. Watts managed to 
close in on Myerscough on the final 
lap and tried every line he could to 
get by, but Myerscough held him off 
to grab the moto win and the overall 
victory. Watts' 2-2 netted him second 
and Larson took third with a 5-3 
tally. 

In the 125cc class action, Ricky 
Ryan took the initial lead in the first 
moto only to be passed on lap one by 
Kawasaki's Eddie Warren. Warren 
built up a fairly secure margin by the 
halfway point of the moto, but Ryan 
caught and passed Warren on lap five 
and started to stretch out a lead. 

Suzuki's Surratt started to charge 
to the front of the pack, picking off 
Warren and closing in on Ryan. On 
lap seven Ryan had Surratt right on 
his rear fender and both rider swapped 
the lead back and forth for the whole 
lap. Surratt went around the outside

Ryan on lap eight and never looked 
back, holding off Ryan all the way to 
the flag. 

In the second 125cc moto, Ty Davis 
led the charge out of the first turn, 
holding Lowell Thompson and Eddie 
Hicks at bay. First moto winner Sur- 
ratt had problems and dropped out 
early in lap one. By lap two Davis had 
put a distance on an intense three- 
way battle for second place among 
Thompson, Hicks, and Bader Man- 
neh. 

Davis stayed clear of the combat 
over second place until lap seven 
when Manneh, who had worked his 
way into second two laps earlier, 
blazed his way intoa position to chal- 
lenge for the lead. Manneh hounded 
Davis for the entire white flag lap, 
but couldn't get into the lead. Davis 
took the win, but Manneh snagged 
the overall with a 4-2 score; Davis was 
second with a 14-1 score. 

The 80cc Expert class was an all 
Suzuki's Jimmy Gaddis show. Gad- 
dis took the lead on lap one of each 
moto and was never challenged. Gad- 
dis piloted his Suzuki to command- 
ing leads in both motos to walk away 
with first-place honors. Jeff Emig 
recorded second- and third-place fin- 
ishes to garner second overall honors 
ahead of Jimmy Button. 

The Vet Pro class was repeat of last 
week's action with Rex Staten pick- 
ing up victories in both motos. Staten 
passed Zahrt and Semics early in the 
first moto and went on to take a con- 
vincing win. 

In the second moto, Zahrt got the 
holeshot, but Staten again got past 
and never looked back. Semics was 
able to challenge Staten for the lead 
several times, but couldn't make a 
pass stick and had to settle for second 
overall. e

Suzuki’s Bob “Hurricane” Hannah struck 
Florida with a win in the 250cc Pro class in 
the second round of the Winter AM Series at 
Diamondback Park.

I concentrated on a good start and 
made sure that I got it." 

Wiseco/Pro Circuit/Hombre Inter- 
national-backed Fred Andrews re- 
peated his form of a week ago with a 
win in the 125cc Pro class. Andrews, 
who shared moto wins with Guy 
Cooper, said, “Cooper and I had a 
good race in the first moto. It was 
pretty wild out there today.” 

JoJo Keller swept the 500cc Pro 
class for his new sponsors, Kawasaki, 
AXO, Scott USA and Arai, saying, 
"I'm feeling stronger this week, but 
still feel the effect of the virus that 
plagued me at Gatorback.” 

Weather was a big factor in the 
outcome of the Yamaha-sponsored, 
Beach Sportcycle-promoted, event. 
The black sand track at the Brevard 
County Off-Road Park has been de- 
scribed as one of the toughest courses 
in the country anda steady downpour 
added to the challenge. Promoter Tim 
Buffaloe said, “My brothers Rod, 
Scott, and I worked for weeks rebuild- 
ing the old jumps to increase the 
track's length and make the track 
right. The riders deserve a better 
break than this slop.” 

Cooper narrowly saved his open- 
ing 125cc holeshot. The Oklahoma 
native explained later, “I got the 
jump on Andrews, (Ronnie) Tichen- 
or, (Vince) DeVane and (Carroll) 
Richardson but my frontend let goin 
the high speed first turn. It’s a mira- 
cle that I saved it." 

Cooper's Chuck Cooper-prepped 
Honda held the lead through lap five 
with Andrews and Tichenor gaining. 
Andrews added, ‘“Tichenor and I were 
pushing each other so hard that we 
gained on Cooper." 

Cooper buried his front wheel in a 
rut and fell. As he struggled to find a 
muddy clutch lever, Andrews slithered 
by. "I thought I had it made," An- 
drews said. “Then a guy on the side- 
lines got in my way and messed me 
up. 

Cooper reeled in the slack for the 
win. He later said, “It was hard chas- 
ing Andrews in the slime. I lost my 
goggles and he kept roosting me." 
Tichenor detoured off track, but re- 
entered in time to top Barry Carsten 
for third. 

In moto two, Andrews and Cooper 
held it wide open side-by-side over 
the tunnel jump with Cooper nar- 
rowly missing the fence. Andrews' 
Honda attacked the wet sand and led 
all the way for the win. 





Cooper, who kept Tichenor at bay 
for second, said, “Andrews rode a 
good race. It's hard to beat someone 
who's that consistent. Suzuki/MX 
Fox/Scott/Dunlop-sponsored Tich- 
enor collected third overall and re- 
mained second to Andrews in the ser- 
ies. Tichenor commented, “I tweaked 
my ankle today and it just feels good 
to have survived.” 

The 250cc shoot-out between Han- 
nah and Bowen was the most antici- 
pated match up of the day. Bowen, 
Billy Liles and Ross Pederson hit the 
first jump together with Hannah a 
length behind. Bowen broke away 
from the pack with a good lead with 
Pederson taking Liles at the end of 
the first lap. Hannah worked on 
Liles and his Randy Bruining- 
prepped Suzuki moved into third on 
lap three. Hannah picked off Peder- 
son next, but couldn't close on Bowen. 
Hannah explained, “I tried to take 
my time and pick off a guy a lap, to 
save my goggles. I waited too long 
and Bowen was out of reach." 

Bowen commented, after taking 
the moto win, “Some guys are com- 
plaining about the rain, but I think 
this track gets better when it rains. 
The dry sand is sticky and grabs at 
your front wheel." 

In moto two, Hannah, Scooter Staf- 
ford, Jeff Hicks and Pederson battled 
for the lead. Hannah said later, “I 
thought the Yamaha was Bowen, not 
Pederson. I berserked it on the section 
after the jump and cleared all three 
whoops." Hannah opened a good 
lead with Pederson, Hicks, Bowen 
and Liles in pursuit. Bowen sliced 
through the wet sand, bumping Ped- 
erson from second, but Hannah ap- 
peared to savor the gooey going. 

Bowen's Yamaha then rolled to a 
stop, the disappointed charger say- 
ing, “I wanted it bad, but the engine 
just blew up and that ended it.” 

Yamaha of Canada/ Answer/Silko- 
lene-sponsored Pederson held the 
number two spot taking second overall 
with Joe Waddington picking his 
way back from eighth to finish third. 

The 500cc class leader Jeff Stanton 
was absent at the second round.

Jorgy jets at 
Pomona HM

Veteran Camel Pro contender Alex ‘‘Jorgy”’ 
Jorgensen battled fiercely with heat race 
winners Pete Hames and Curtis Cannon 
before finally claiming the 15-lap Expert 


main event at the Suzuki/Mike 
Kidd Promotions Pomona Half 
Mile, held before 3616 fans on 
the 5/8-mile oval at Los Angeles 


County Fairgrounds. The event was 
held in conjuction with the Nissan 
Great American Motorcycle and ATV 
show. 

Honda-mounted Jorgensen took 
the lead from Hames on lap threeand 
never looked back, leaving Hames to 
do second-place battle with Harley- 


mounted Cannon. Cannon traded 
second with Hames for much of the 
race and took over the runner-up 
position for good on lap 14 when the 
veteran dirt tracker lost the bre n 
his Dodge Brothers Racing Harley- 
Davidson. 

Jorgensen had pulled way out in 
front of the Hames/Cannon battle by 
lap 10, but an aggressively-riding 
Hames — with Cannon in tow — 
began closing the gap by lap 13, only 
to lose his rear binders on the next 
go-around.

“I thought I was going to reel him 
in, but my brake broke about the 
next-to-last lap," Hames said. “From 
that point on it was just hold on and 
hope to finish. I’m just glad I fin- 
ished third." 

Texan Terry Poovey, the only non- 
California to finish in the top five, 
took the distant fourth-place spot, 
crossing the line just ahead of Fres- 
no’s Don Howard. Rounding out the 
top 10 were Michigan’s Brian Ather- 
ton, Mike Interbitzin, Darin Balder- 
ston of Arizona, Roger Thompson 
and Chad Felicio. 

Jorgensen served notice from the 
beginning that he would be the man 
to beat by becoming the only rider 
during Expert qualifying to break 
the 30-second barrior. Jorgy’s fast 
qualifying time on the over-sized 
5/8-mile oval stopped the clock at 
29.411 seconds. 

Felicio qualified second fastest with 
a 30.183 ume, and Poovey, who was 
riding a borrowed Harley-Davidson, 
filled out the top three positions 
when he stopped the timers at 30.188 
seconds. Cannon was fourth fastest 
with a time of 30.533, and Howard 
was fifth fastest with a 30.557 circuit; 
Hames had no official time due to 
mechanical difficulties, but since there 
were only 1l experts on hand he 
automatically made the main event. 

Cannon just managed to win the 
first five-lap Expert heat over Jor- 
gensen, while Hames bested runner- 
up Roger Thompson in the heat two, 
after second place Felicio dropped 
out of the race with an ailing Wood; 
Rotax. 


Hames nabbed the holeshot at the 
start of the Expert main, and traded 
the top spot with Jorgensen for the 
first couple of laps. Jorgensen pulled 
away on lap three, leaving Hames 
and Cannon to argue over second, 
then set a hot pace until a few laps 
from the finish. 

“T tried to slow it down a bit near 
the end," Jorgensen said. “I would 
go high, run in the deep stuff, and 
square the corner. They (Cannon and 
Hames) definitely had me worried 
the whole time. When they're run- 
ning that close, you're always wor- 
ried about them.” 

Cannon, who was elated with his 
second place effort, credited his per- 
formance to not giving up. 

“I know they have a lot more expe- 
rience and I knew I just had to hang 
in there with them,” said Cannon, 
who admitted he had some problems. 
"I couldn't see. I had lost all my tear- 
offs by the fourth lap, and to make 
matters worse my throttle grip was 
slipping off and I couldn't keep it on 
the gas. I tried to keep my hands on 
the handlebars and every now and 
then wipe my face shield. Jorgy would 
get in front of me and when all that 
spray hit me I would have to slow 
down." 

“All that spray," was produced 
from a cushion track surface that had 
been a quagmire before the event. 
The track had been so wet that pro- 
moter Kidd hired two helicopters — 
at a cost of $400 an hour each — and 
had them hover over the track for two 
days to dry it out. The result was an 
almost perfect cushion, but the track 





tended to develop ruts and holes in 
the faster lines; the bumps caused 
racers problems all night long. 

“At the end I started remembering 
where the bumps and holes were and 
started squaring them and going 
around," said Jorgensen. "Coming 
out of turn two I almost put my han- 
dlebars on the rail trying to miss the 
hole that Pete (Hames) almost went 
down in." 

“Coming out of turn two you had 
to take the very inside to miss the 
bumps," Cannon agreed. “And in 
turns three and four there were a 
bunch of whoops right in the middle.” 

During the Junior main event, the 
stutter bumps 1n turns three and four 
took their toll on 1986 Junior Nation- 
al Champion Bryan McDowell. 

Semi-winner McDowell was run- 
ning second on lap six of the Junior 
main, fighting for the lead with heat 
race winner and first-year Junior Steve 
Azeltine. McDowell lost the front end 
of his Harley going into turn three 
and flew through the hay bales and 
into the wall. His tumbling motor- 
cycle missed McDowell, but he re- 
mained motionless for several min- 
utes before finally stepping into the 
ambulance under his own power. 
Race announcer Larry Huffman later 
reported that McDowell was not 
seriously injured. 

Harley-mounted Azeltine, who 
hails from Aldergrove, British Colum- 
bia, reclaimed the top spot during the 
single-file restart and powered away 
to win the main event over heat race 
winner Anthony Holesclaw, McDo- 
well's brother Bobby, heat-race winner 
James Harrell and Ken King. Finish- 
ing in slots six through nine were Kit 
Farley of Salt Lake City, Utah, Craig 
Howard, John Lundgren and Kevin 
Todd. McDowell, who did not com- 
plete the race, was the official 10th 
place finisher. 

Junior standout Brian Villella of 
Michigan was on hand for the Pom- 
ona event, but failed to qualify for the 
12-lap main when his bike's engine 
went sour during the first Junior 
heat. Villella dropped out of the heat 
on lap three with his engine smoking 
badly. 

During the same heat race, Yamaha- 
mounted John Penner of Hesperia, 
California, crashed in turn three and 
was transported by ambulance to a 
nearby hospital. He was not injured 
seriously and returned to the track 
before the end of the event, according 
to a spokesman for Great American 
Media. 

Shortly after the start of the 10-lap 
Pro/Am final, the race turned into a 
spread-out, follow-the-leader affair 
with heat-race winner Darell Davis of 
Bremerton, Washington taking the 
point position and holding it all the 
way to the checkered flag. 

He was followed home in the un- 
eventful race by Todd Adams, Kris 
Kiser, who won the second Pro/Am 
heat, Todd Bridges, who had earlier 
claimed the Pro/ Am semi, and Mike 
McDonnell. Rounding out the top 10 
were Sean Plymale, Warren, Oregon's 
Rex Fisher, George Cooper, Ron 
Sheets — who won the third Pro/Am 
heat and led the initial start of the 
final before being red flagged and 
relegated to the penalty line — and 
Tim Long.

Sweetiand tops 
Whiskey Pete’s

Team Husky’s Garth Sweetland overcame a 
field of the nation’s top desert racers and 
some of the toughest terrain in Nevada to 
win the richest desert race ever held for motor- 


cycles in the United States. 

With $35,000 in prize money 
up for grabs, this year’s Whis- 
key Pete’s Nissan World Cham- 
pionship Hare and Hound attracted 
all of the top names in desert racing 
and saw some of the fiercest competi- 
tion in desert racing history. 

But it took Sweetland's clear head 
and consistent riding style to con- 
quer the tough, 150-mile course that 
sidelined many of the race’s top con- 
tenders, bringing his brand-new 430 
Husky home at the head of the field 
to take the $3850 prize for first overall. 

Twenty-one-year-old Sweetland, 
who is from Phoenix, Arizona, and 
finished second to Husky teammate 
Dan Smith in last year’s champion- 
ship event, was thrilled with his vic- 
tory. 

“It feels great to win this one," 
Sweetland said at the finish line out- 
side Whiskey Pete's Casino. ‘“This is 
always a great race, and one of the 
most challenging races of the year. 
It's a very important win for me." 

This was the fourth running of the 
annual championship event spon- 
sored by Gary and Greg Primm, 





owners of Whiskey Pete's Casino. 
This year's event was co-sponsored 
by Nissan Motor Company with sup- 
port from Duralube Oil, Cagiva North 
America, and U.S. Suzuki. The race 
was also the first even in a three-race 
series to be known as the Triple 
Crown of Desert Racing, organized 
by Casey Folk's “Best in the Desert" 
team. 

Over 200 riders from a total of 16 
states signed up for the running of 
the event, and the entry list read like a 
who's who of desert racing. 

Team Husky was out in force with 
top riders Larry Roeseler and Sweet- 
land, and the newly-signed Open 
class rider Paul Krause, who is best 
known for winning District 37's num- 
ber one plate in the 250cc class for the 
1987 season. Husky ace Dan Smith, 
winner of last year's event, was also, 
present but was unable to race because 
of wrist injuries received in a crash at 
the recent SCORE Baja 1000. 

Cagiva 125 pilot Duane Summers 
was back to try for his fourth class 
winat the championship event, along 
with fellow ISDE competitors Jeff 
Miller, Reed Bright and Barry Hig- 
gins. B-to-V champ Cliff Thomas 











was out to try his luck, as were new 
125 holeshot Eric Hallgath, "Mr. 
Husky" Dick Burleson, and Utah 
legends Preston and Shawn Gerber. 

The list went on and on, and even 
included one foreign entry — from 
eight-time ISDE gold medalist and 
Italian national hero Angelo Signo- 
relli, who made his first trip to the 
U.S. to compete in the event. 

Grand Marshal for the event was 
well-known motorcycle racer Jack 
Johnson, who is now behind the 
wheel of a truck as part of the Nissan 
factory racing team. The Governor of 
Nevada, Richard Bryan, returned for 
his third year as the race's official 
starter. 

The banner dropped for the start 
promptly at nine a.m. and the wave 
of Open class riders swept off the line 
towards the smoke bomb. Southern 
California's Curt Crandall got the 
start of a lifetime and was out in front 
by about five seconds as the field 
swept past the bomb and picked up 
the pink-ribboned trail. 

Race day was cold and crisp, and 
rain the week before had left the 
course dust-free with maximum trac- 
tion. Crandall made the most of the 
perfect conditions, pouring on the 
power as he headed out into the first 
loop, but the recent rain also proved 
his undoing. About 200 yards past 
the bomb, the leader hit a patch of ice 
on the edge of the “‘ex-’’dry lake bed 
and went down hard. 

"I'd been warned about the ice, but 
I'd never been right up at the front 
before and I was a bit excited,” said 
Crandall (KTM). “The bike hit the 
ice and slid out and I cartwheeled. I 
tried to stick it out after that, but I fell 
off the pace. The bike was bent and I 
wasn't feeling too well, so I ended up 
dropping out after two loops." 

Crandall's spectacular crash was 
repeated and perfected in the 250cc 
start by Mike Baker. Baker's Yamaha 
was running third at the bomb, but 
hit the same patch of ice. "It was 
impressive," said Baker of his crash. 
"I went one way, then theother, than 
I cartwheeled. I was on my knees, 
looking around for the bike when it 
came down — right in front of me!" 
A badly tweaked wrist put Baker out 
of the running. 

With Crandall sidelined, the Open 
class lead was taken over by Carlos 
Serrano, with Ted Hunnicutt, Der- 
rick Paiement and Kurt Sofka hard 
on his heels. Idaho's Dan Huskey and 
Las Vegas' Mark Morris were fight- 
ing it out for the early lead in the 
250cc class, with Duane Summers 
and Eric Hallgath running neck-'n'- 
neck out in front of the 125s. 

The close battle in the 125cc class 
was soon over as the wide-open ter- 
rain of loop one's early running 
claimed its first victim. As Duane 
Summers explained, “Eric (Hallgath) 
and I changed the lead about eight 
times. We were just going way too 
fast so I dropped back hoping to slow 
down the pace, but Eric kept going 
and hit a ditch wide open and did a 
huge endo." Hallgath made it back 
to the start line but was later taken to 
a local hospital. 

The fast terrain was soon over and 
the 42-mile first loop headed into the 
mountains, where riders went head- 
to-head with Nevada's infamous rocky 
terrain and saw the first of the snow 
on the course. 

Serrano lost the lead just over half- 
way around the loop after reportedly 
seizing, Husky's Roeseler wasted a 
lot of time with a broken chain, and 
fellow Husky hopeful Paul Krause 
ran out of gas heading into the first 
pit. Loop one knocked Ted Hunnicutt 
out of therunning when he hit an icy 
patch and ploughed into a tree, and 
also saw the first in a long line of 
mechanical problems for Summers 
when his clutch lever snapped off 





"for no reason at all” just as he 
started into the rocky uphills. 

When the riders came out of the 
mountains and headed for the first 
pit after almost an hour and a half of 
racing, Ron Naylor — the factory 
Can-Am pilot from Central Valley, 
California — had recovered from a 
mediocre start and was out in front, 
with a one-minute lead over top 
southern Nevada motocrosser Kevin 
Steele (ATK). 

Oregon's Rick Bozarth (Hus) was 
pushing hard in third overall, with 
Dan Ashcraft (now piloting an XR600 
Honda), Arizona's Jeff Darland and 
Garth Sweetland hard on his heels. 

Tom Kelly came out of loop one 
with the lead in the 250cc class (23rd 
overall), but missed his pit and slipped 
back to fifth going out into loop two, 
giving the 250 lead back to the hard 
charging Ed Lojak from Pennsylva- 
nia, who had been out in front at the 
loop's halfway point. Grant Palenske 
was second in the 250 division going 
into the first pit, with Charlie Morris 
Jr. pushing hard in third, just ahead 
of Italian entry Angelo Signorelli 
(KTM). 

In 46th overall, and still in front of 
the 125cc class despite losing his 
clutch lever and riding most of the 
first loop on a rear flat, was Summers 
with fellow-Cagiva rider Bryan Folks 
of Las Vegas just over a minute 
behind in second. John Braasch and 
Idaho's Jeff Miller were locked in a 
battle for third. 

Loop one saw a great battle in the 
Over 30 division, with a trio of Yama- 
ha riders — Mike "'Sizzlin'"" Sixbery, 
Scot Harden and Idaho's Dan Lees 
—fighting it out in close competition 
for the entire 42 miles. Sixbery came 
out of the loop in front (64th overall), 
with Harden less than 30 seconds 
behind and another half minute back 
to Lees. The first Over 38 division 
rider out of the loop was Barry Hig- 
gins of Atlanta, Georgia, in 91st 
overall with Joanna Brownell lead- 
ing in the Women's class. 


Ron Naylor maintained his lead in 
the mountainous terrain of the second 
loop, completing the 33-mile section 
in just under an hour, but his lead 
was cut back drastically. He headed 
out into loop three with Jeff Darland, 
Ashcraft and Sweetland hard on his 
heels, with a short gap back to Kevin 
Steele. 

The snow-covered third loop saw 
the lead change back and forth as the: 
riders jockeyed for position and when 
the 37-mile section finished with al 
scramble down a one-trail rock hill; 
behind the casino, Sweetland had! 
come out on top with Darland 30 sec- 
onds behind and another minute back; 
to Steele. Naylor disappeared during} 
the loop and was not seen again for’ 
the rest of the race. Pushing hard to! 
keep up with the handicap of a front, 
flat, Ashcraft bit the dust midway, 
through the loop and had fallen back 
to 24th overall as the loop drew to a 
close. 


The Lojak/Kelly battle for first in 
the 250cc class continued throughout 
the race with the two riders disap- 
pearing into loop four only three 
bike lengths apart in a tussle for 11th 
overall. Mechanical problems and a 
bail-off had relegated Summers to 
second in the 125cc class, putting 
Bryan Folks into the lead (21st over- 
all) while Sixbery had disappeared in 
loop two leaving the lead in the Over 
30s to Harden (28th overall). 

The final 42-mile loop was smooth 
sailing for the race leader. Sweetland 
had his 430 Husky wide open on the 
fast fire roads that made up most of 
the loop and could not be caught, 
taking the checkered flag after more 
than five hours in the saddle. 

“That was an excellent race," said 
Sweetland (Husqvarna/Dirt Unlim-

When 
I was 15 I had a good job and 
the guys at Pittsburgh Cycle 
Center let me walk out with a 
brand-new Ducati for about half 
down and trusted me for the rest. 
During the long Pennsylvania 
winters I had plenty of time to 
think about the principles of rid- 
ing.” 


Professional background: 
“For me, racing was the way I 
found out more about riding. 
Even though I raced a few times 
when I was 16 and 17 years old, 
I didn’t race again until I was 28. 
I was so intent on catching up 
that I decided I'd better get 
smart about it and learn fast. I 
spent more time learning than ac- 
tually racing. The good part was 
that I was able to put together 
some methods to train people 
where they hadn't really existed 
before. Every other successful 
sport has trainers and I think 
I've helped to legitimize the con- 
cept in motorcycle racing. I start- 
ed the school in 1980 and we've 
had over 12,000 students. I’ve al- 
so had many road racing Nation- 
al Champions in private training. 
The one-day school is taught 
about 40 times a year at tracks 





all over the country and is the 
way we introduce people to the 
race track. Part of our job is to 
get people off the street and into 
road racing and I think we do 
that pretty well." 


Views on teaching: “Motor- 
cycle riding or racing is very per- 
sonal. It makes each of us feel 
good by our own standards. No 
one can really say *You're not 
riding right.' Of course, there are 
basics to riding and if you violate 
them, you can get into trouble. 
People are very passionate about 
their riding because it is so per- 
sonal, so I keep my instruction 
right to the very basics that my 
research proves. You know, like, 
‘Don’t use your engine as a 
brake, it can bend valves and 
lock up the wheel.’ Or, “Don’t 
bite your girlfriend’s lips, they'll 
swell up and she won't be able to

kiss you.' That kind of stuff, ba- 
sics.” 


Magazine: “MOTORCYCLIST 
is very satisfying to me because it 
reflects the personal aspect of rid- 
ing with just the right blend of 
technical explanation. The MO- 
TORCYCLIST editors are enthu- 
siastic without too much serious- 
ness. There’s a certain motion to 
the magazine, a feeling of enthu- 
siasm towards the changes in mo- 
torcycling that really contributes 
to the sport; and that’s rare.” 
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Cagiva-mounted Bryan Folks took the 125cc class win, while fellow 
Cagiva rider Duane Summers suffered mechanical problems. 


ited/Spectro/ Hallman). “Casey Folks 
always puts on a good race and this 
was one of the best. They used a lot of 
the same course as last year, but they 
ran us backwards and it looks a lot 


different that way. 

“T didn’t really have any problems 
during the race. Just building the 
bike the day before! It arrived at Las 
Vegas airport Friday morning (the 


day before the championship) still in 
the crate and we only got one tank of 
gas run through it before the race. It 
did the job though.” 

Sweetland described his start as 
“pretty decent. I think I was probably 
15th or so off the line, and after that I 
just tried to ride consistently. My 
favorite part was loop three — prob- 
ably because that's where I took the 
lead. Basically it was rocky and real 
tight — the whole course was like that. 

“We had snow in the first loop and 
covering nearly all of loop three. I'm 
really glad it was cold, because even 
with the snow I was getting hot 
working so hard to stay on the bike.” 

Second overall went to another 
rider from Phoenix — 22-year-old 
Jeff Darland, on a 500 Honda (Sunny- 
slope Honda/Dirt Unlimited/Sun 
Valley Auto Body). “I loved it. It was 
a real nice course and real challeng- 
ing," Darland said. ''I crashed twice, 
but it was no big deal. I just hit rocks 
and fell. I had a good race going with 
Sweetland going into loop three. We 
raced down the asphalt for four or 
five miles and that was fun, but he 
got away." 

Darland said it was entirely coin- 
cidental that riders from Arizona took 
first and second overall. “There area 
few races in our area that are rocky, 
but nothing like Nevada," he said. 
“The desert at this race is totally dif- 
ferent from what we have in Arizona, 
so we don't have any advantage. And 
riding in the snow was different. I've 
never ridden in snow before.” 

Third overall went to Steele, the 
24-year-old sponsored by Whiskey 
Pete's, Greg Primm, EP Performs 
and Bud Yates Construction. 

“That second loop was the rough- 
est thing I've ever ridden," said the 


ATK pilot. “I stalled right at the top 
of Casey's Downhill and ended up 
rolling all the way to the bottom. But 
I can’t complain because I dida lot of 
catching up in that loop.” 

“My front fender was taken off by a 
rock thrown up. by Dan Ashcraft’s 
bike, so I had mud in my face the 
whole second half of the race. Going 
across the dry lake bed the mud was 
all over the place!” 

Fourth overall went to Don Griewe 
(Hus/Uptite Husky/International 
Motor Sports/Cycle World/Answer/ 
Silkolene), with Brad McLeod (Scotts 
of Montrose/ AXO/Westway Electric) 
close behind. Colorado's 31-year-old 
Terry Lin Kyle took sixth overall, 
and would have overalled the Vet 
class by 15 positions had he entered as 
an Over-30 rider. 

The battle for top honors in the 
250cc class was won by Tom Kelly, 
who crossed the finish line in ninth 
overall. Kelly's arch rival for the 250 
crown Lojak, who led going into 
loop four, disappeared somewhere in 
the final section and was not among 
the top 50 finishers. 

The 27-year-old Kelly, who was 
one of the few unsponsored riders at 
the event, describes himself as a 
“semi-retired” racer. “I don't do a 
whole lot of racing now — in fact the 
last time I raced was this event last 
year,” he said. “I race this because I 
know it'll be tough. I love the courses 
here. 

Kelly said he had a relatively 
trouble-free race. “I missed my pit at 
the first gas stop and lost five places 
going back to find it, and I fell once, 
but everything went well apart from 
that. The only thing I didn’t like 
about the whole event was that they 
had too many fast fire roads in the 





last loop — it was too easy!" 

Grant Palenske, who finished 11th 
overall to take second in the 250cc 
division, agreed that the last loop was 
too fast. “I bent my pipe earlier in the 
race so I didn't have any top end and 
the guys were pulling me out on the 
fire roads, but overall it was an excel- 
lent course." 

Third 250 went to five-time Italian 
enduro champion Angelo Signorelli 
(KTM), who also deserved the best- 
dressed award for his stylish hot-pink 
and white riding apparel that extend- 
ed even to color-coordinated boots. 
Speaking through an interpreter, 27- 
year-old Signorelli said that the race 
was "beautiful," but said he could 
not believe how fast everyone left the 
start line. “And they went that fast all 
the way," he said. “I am not used to 
that speed." 

An elated Bryan Folks powered his 
Cagiva to victory in the 125cc class 
(20th overall). “I did it — I finally 
won," said Folks (Cagiva North 
America/Whiskey Pete's/EP Per- 
forms/Sportsman Cycle/Scott). “This 
is my fourth year riding the event and 
before this the best I got was second 
125. It took a long time to get here, 
but it was worth it. 

“The race was super tough, I seized 
the bike right off the start, but after 
that it was pretty much a flawless 
race. The bike ran good and held up 
all the way no matter how tough the 
course got.” 

The second 125 home was the Coors 
Extra Gold-sponsored Kawasaki 
piloted by Jeff Miller. “The course was 
awesome — no dust and pure trac- 
tion,” said Miller, whose ride included 
almost 65 miles on a front flat. “There 
was another kid behind me and I 
thought he was too close to try chang- 





ing the flat, so I just kept going. 

“With a few more trees, the first 
loop would be really comparable to 
an ISDE qualifer," said Miller. “I 
think that's the part I enjoyed the 
most." 

Cagiva's Summers, who went into 
therace as the only three-time winner 
of a class at the event, had to be con- 
tent with third in the 125cc division 
this year. “I think I'm depressed," a 
disappointed Summers said. “It was 
mechanical problems that did it. I 
crashed once and lost about six 
places, but it was the two flats and the 
lost clutch lever that did it. I lost the 
lever in a tight rocky part of the first 
loop and that's what set me back. I'd 
get caught in traffic on the uphill and 
stall, and then I'd have to go all the 
way to the bottom and try again." 

In the Over 30 class, the win went 
to Yamaha pilot Harden (21st over- 
all), with Kem Park (Hus), last year's 
Over 30 winner, taking second in 
27th overall. 

Harden said his start left a lot to be 
desired. “I was quick enough off the 
line, but I hit a slick spot just past the 
bomb and went down wide open. I 
slid about 100 feet on my back and 
bent the shift lever in. I had to go 
back to the truck to get a crescent 
wrench to fix it before I could start, so 
I lost a lot of time." 

Park, an ex-Baja 1000 class cham- 
pion sponsored by Cycle Service/ Bill 
Dehl/ND Spark Plugs/Grand Sport 
Tires/Pacific Racing and Malcolm 
Smith Products, also had trouble get- 
ting going in the early stages of the 
race. “I got up into about second in 
class in loop one, but then all of a 
sudden everyone passed me. I was 
just riding too slow. I felt like an old 
lady up there in thesnow — I was just 











dogging it. But things started to 
come together a bit better later in the 
race." 

Third Over 30 finisher was Dan 
Lees of Idaho (Hi-Point/Omega 
Product) on a Yamaha. 

It was a wire-to-wire victory for 
Barry Higgins in the Over 38 class. 
Higgins finished in 51st overall — 
and beat out second place finisher 
Dick Burleson by less than one min- 
ute. Higgins (H&H KTM/Husqvar- 
na/KTM Amperica) said: "Everybody 
talked about this race and said it's the 
best desert race around, so I came out 
to try it out last year. Everyone was 
right then, and this year it was even 
better! The course was great, and it 
wasn't nearly as dusty. I hate that 
damn dust." 

Winner of numerous National en- 
duro championship titles, Husky's 
Dick Burleson had to be content with 
second place behind Higgins. “He 
has more grey hair than me — I guess 
I need to get some more to be compet- 
itive," Burleson joked at the finish 
line. “I blew it in the beginning by 
wearing a heavy coat, that was a bit 
much and slowed me down, but I got 
rid of that when I pitted and things 
were fine from then on. I like the stuff 
up in the mountains — that's fun." 

The third Over 38 rider home was 
Utah's Preston Gerber (KTM/Utah 
Sports Cycle/Competition Product). 
“That was great," Gerber said. “Casey 
Folks did the best job he's ever done.” 

The win in the Women's class 
went to last year's champ Joanna 
Brownell of Newhall, California 
(Kal-Gard/Van Nuys Husky/AXO). 
Brownell, who works as a police 
officer for the Los Angeles Police 
Department, said her race got off to a 
flying start. “I started with the men 





and was in fourth going past the 
bomb. I kept saying to myself, "What 
am I doing up here?' The course was 
excellent, but it was so bumpy that 
you couldn't sit down at all. But that 
was fine for me — I hit a rock, 
jumped off the bike and ended up 
sliding intoa cactus. I've got so much 
cactus in my backside I couldn't sit 
down anyway!" 

Other winners at the champion- 
ship event included the pit crew for 
Vancouver, Washington rider, Dan 
Harte. Harte's crew wrenched and 
sprinted its way to victory in the Dur- 
alube Pit Stop Challenge, and went 
home $500 richer for their efforts, 
compliments of Duralube. 


Best in the Desert race organizers 
rounded out a perfect day's racing by 
serving a complimentary dinner to 
all of the race-goers after the event. 
"We call ourselves the Best in the 
Desert, and we really want to be the 
best," Casey Folks explained. “We 
want to have quality, professional 
world-class events that riders can look 
forward to and we won't settle for any 
less." e

Reep, Hughes, Simmet 
score at Sunrise

Dean Reep, Ryan Hughes and Rick Simmet 
were just a few of the many winners at the 
first round of the 11th Annual Dodge Truck/ 
Suzuki-sponsored CMC Golden State Na- 


tionals held at Sunrise Cycle 
Park. Approximately 1000 rid- 
ers crammed the pits at Sunrise 
and created so many classes that 
the program was split between two 
separate tracks. 

In the 250cc Junior division one 
class Reep took advantage of a colli- 
sion on the final lap of the second 
moto to take the victory away from 
Daren Briggs. Briggs, who placed sec- 
ond in moto one, was fighting to 
hold first over a rider who wasn't 
even in contention for the overall 
when the two collided and went down. 

Hughes worked his way past several 
tough competitors in both motos to 
win the first division of 125cc Juniors. 
In moto one he fell just after taking 
the lead early in the race, then charged 
back to win it on the last lap. Hughes 
took the lead early in the second round 
and stayed upright to take the win. 

Simmet didn’t win a moto in the 
125cc Intermediate division three race, 
but his consistent scores earned the 
overall victory. Tallon Vohland 
dominated the first moto, but a bad 
start in round two kept him out of the 
top five and left him second behind 
Simmet. 

Suzuki-mounted Zapata Espinoza 
grabbed the holeshot at the start of 
the first 250cc Junior division one 
moto, followed by Jeb Brock, also 
aboard a Suzuki, Kelly Pichel, Briggs 
and Mike Mennig. By lap two Brock 
had taken the lead while Espinoza led 
a freight-train of Pichel, Briggs, Men- 
nig and Kawasaki rider Brian Peoples. 
Pichel crashed on the next lap, and 
by lap four of the five-lap moto Brock 
had control of the race. Briggs passed 
Espinoza heading into the final lap 
while Reep was closing rapidly on 
Mennig who held fourth. 

Espinoza was fading fast, but man- 





aged to hold onto third for most of 
the last lap. But Mennig and Reep 
kept the pressure up, and just a few 
yards from the finish line Mennig 
squeezed into third through a series 
of six jumps just before the finish. 
Mennig created a hole large enough 
for Reep to follow him by Espinoza, 
making the finishing order Brock, 
Briggs, Mennig, Reep and Espinoza. 

Briggs grabbed the lead at the start 
of the second moto with Reep, Dave 
Rogers, Jeffery Bublau and Peoples 
in tow. Briggs, Reep and Rogers 
stayed very close as they began to pull 
away from Bublau, and at the end of 
lap two Rogers passed Reep in the 
jumps before the finish line but fell 
in the following turn. Rogers got up 
quickly and repassed Reep, then 
hounded Briggs for most of the next 
lap and made his move through the 
jumps again. After briefly taking the 
lead Rogers stalled in the turn this 
time, allowing Briggs back into first. 
Rogers charged back though, and 
once again overtook Briggs in the 
same jump section. This time Rogers 
went wide as the white flag came out, 
and Briggs snuck back into the lead. 

Several yards down the track Rog- 
ers tried getting by Briggs again, and 
they both went down. Reep inherited 
the lead, and Peoples moved to second 
as Briggs got going in third. Reep 
motored on to the win and the overall 
with his 4-1 score edging out Briggs’ 
2-3 tally. Peoples ended the day in 
third overall with a 6-2 score. 

The start of the first 125cc Junior 
division one moto was led by Yamaha- 
mounted Mark Easley. Kawasaki- 
mounted Paul Donnelly followed in 
second, but Hughes, aboard a Yama- 
ha, quickly passed him. Hughes 
moved into first on the second lap, 
but fell a short time later. Donnelly 
moved into first at midmoto as Easley 














fell back, and Mike Chamberlain 
moved up to second ahead of Luke 
Arcidiacono. 

Hughes was on the gas after his 
crash and quickly moved by several 
riders on his way back to the front. 
With a little over a lap to go Hughes 
was in second and. moving in on 
Donnelly. On the last lap Donnelly 
made Hughes’ trip back to first an 
easy one when he fell, dropping to 
third behind Chamberlain. They fin- 
ished in that order, with Arcidiacono 
and Sloan Cooper rounding out the 
top five. 

Donnelly dashed into the lead at 
the start of moto two ahead of Easley, 
Mike Brewer and Hughes. Easley 
quickly passed Donnelly and Hughes 
did the same to Brewer. By the end of 
lap two Hughes was up to second 
while Donnelly dropped back to 
fourth, and on the next lap Hughes 
snatched the lead from Easley. Hughes 
quickly moved away from Easley and 
from then on the order was set. 

Hughes took his second win and 
the overall while Easley crossed the 
line second. Easley’s sixth in the first 
moto cost him in the overalls since 
Donnelly, who stayed close to Brewer 
for most of the race but could never 
get by, ended up second overall via a 
3-4 score. That narrowly beat Cham- 
berlain's 2-5 finishes and left Easley 
with fourth overall. 

In 125cc Intermediate division three 
action, Honda-mounted Steve Wise- 
man got the holeshot at the start of 
moto one as Vohland, Yamaha- 
mounted Sean Blanchard and Simmet 
trailed from behind. Vohland took 
the lead on the first lap while Simmet 
moved to third on lap two when 
Blanchard fell to the back of the pack. 
As Vohland began to pull away Sim- 
met worked by Wiseman, who stayed 
close for a lap until he was passed by 
Mike Durbin. Wiseman continued to 
slip back until he was sixth behind 
Ken Arnold and Robbie Hanson, yet 
just in front of Chad Pederson. 

On the final lap these four riders 
battled for fourth with the top three 
positions already claimed by Vohland, 
Simmet and Durbin. Arnold held 
back the attacks of Hanson to get 
fourth, while Wiseman was passed in 
the jumps before the finish line by 
both Pederson and Nicky Pounds. 

The start of moto two belonged to 
Pounds as he got away first ahead of 
Durbin, Blanchard and Simmet. Voh- 
land got off toa terrible start and was 
towards the back of the field. Pounds 
slowly stretched his lead and was a 
few seconds ahead of Durbin, who 
was beginning to feel the heat from 
Blanchard, at the halfway point. 
Blanchard kept the pressure on until 
Durbin fell back to ninth on lap four. 








Pounds took the checkers first ahead 
of Durbin, but with Vohland only 
able to salvage a sixth in the moto 
Simmet’s third place finish assured 
him of theoverall. Vohland ended up 
second in the overall column while 
Pounds' 7-1 score was good for third 
overall. Arnold and Pederson finished 
fourth and fifth respectively in the 
second moto and the same overall. e

When being the 
best isn't enough 


By Kit Palmer 


A true sign of success isn't so much reaching 
the top but staying there once you've reached 
it. That's pretty much Honda’s philosophy 
behind the company's popular CR125R. 


The 1986 Honda CR125 was 
undoubtedly the best small- 


bore motocrosser on the track; 
in fact, the motorcycle was so 


good, it could’ve survived another 
year relatively unchanged and still be 
a competitive motorcycle. 

But nooo! Honda wasn’t about to 
stand back and take a chance at let- 
ting the competition catch up, so 
1987 sees, not only minor refinements, 
but also some radical changes to the 
new CR125R. 

What made the 1986 CR125 stand 
out so far above the competition was 
Honda’s superior motor. Its super- 
wide powerband, strong low-end pull,” 








trench-digging midrange and top- 
end speed couldn't be matched by any 
of the CR’s competition. Despite 
having a near flawless 125cc motor in 
1986, Honda gambled and designed 
an all-new motor for 1987 in hopes of 
finding even more horsepower. 

First of all, the two-stroke, water- 
cooled engine has a 5mm longer 
stroke than before and a larger 124.5cc 
displacement. With this, the com- 
pression ratio has been increased from 
8.4:1 to 8.8:1. 

But the two most significant 
changes to the motor are the switch to 
a case reed-valve induction system, 
formerly a straight-shot, piston-port 
reed-valve, and a redesigned exhaust 





en more horsepower than last year's CR. It really hooks up.

power-valve. Going to the case reed- 
valve design, says Honda, gives the 
CR better torque and more efficient 
gasflow. Complementing this change 
is a new ATAC exhaust valve that 
now uses a drum-type valve instead 
of a butterfly valve. The ATAC, which 
is located above the center-port 
exhaust champer, is larger in size and 
carries, 45cc more exhaust volume. 
Another advantage in this new drum- 
type power-valve is that it’s less re- 
strictive, and the design is more sim- 
ple, making it easier to maintain. A 
new exhaust pipe is used; it comes 
with a easier-to-rebuild aluminum 
silencer. 

Toachievea heavier flywheel effect, 
the crank is slightly heavier; .14 kg to 
be exact. Other motor changes include 
a new ignition coil that produces 
longer spark duration; a stronger 
clutch assembly (including an easy- 
access clutch cover); slightly taller 
overall six-speed transmission gear 
ratios; a flat-side air filter that keeps 
it from spinning off in the airbox, 
and a new outside-the-cylinder water 
pump and ATAC linkages. 

Suspension and chassis changes to 
the CR are found in abundance. Last 
year’s CR125 had the best front fork 
assembly im its class with the car- 
tridge damper system, which was 
made by Kayaba. This year’s fork is 
Showa-made (with the cartridge de- 
sign) and is the exact same type that’s

found on the bigger CR250 and 500, 
but has slightly less travel at 11.8 
inches. 

The rear Pro-Link, single-shock 
suspension system uses an all-new 
Kayaba shock with a piggyback re- 
servoir. The shock is designed almost 
exactly the same as the Showa shocks 
used on the CR250 and 500. Com- 
pared to last year’s unit, the Kayaba 
has a 4mm larger body; different 
damping characteristics; is anodized- 
coated for longer shock and oil life, 
and has a slightly heavier spring rate. 
The Pro-Link linkage lever ratios are 
the same as last year's. Both the fork 
and shock are fully adjustable with 
external compression and rebound 
damping settings. 

The frame geometry is the same as 
last year's CR125, but the engine is 
mounted slightly lower and farther 
forward in the frame to improve and 
lower the bike's center of gravity. The 
aluminum swingarm is all new for 
'87; it’s lighter, stronger, and where 
the rear axle slides through is much 
narrower. In fact, the rear axle length 
is two inches shorter. 

Attached to the new swingarm is a 
new chain guide assembly that is 
reinforced by an aluminum guard. 
The rear sprocket is now heat-treated 
to improve strength. 

One of the biggest changes to the 
chassis is the switch from a rear drum 
brake to a hydraulic disc system. The 
single-piston caliper is mounted on 
top of the swingarm and is protected 
by an aluminum guard. Up front is a 
double-piston caliper disc brake that 
is actuated through a steel-braided 
hose. Dunlop tires are used at both 
ends. 

Other chassis changes include an 
extended seat; handlebars that are 
mounted 5mm lower; a redesigned 
but same-size gas tank, and reinforced 
footpegs. 


On the track 

Our first experience on the new CR. 
was a shaky one. We couldn't get the 
motor to clean out, as if it was carbu- 
reted too richly. We fouled two spark 
plugs right off the bat, and before we 
started fooling around with jetting, 
we found the crux of the problem to 
be the little plastic cover on top of the 
airbox that comes stock on the CR; 
the cover that's designed to be used in 
extremely wet conditions. Obviously, 
the bike was jetted at the factory 
without the airbox cover installed, 
causing it to run too rich. We imme- 
diately tossed the restrictive airbox 
cover, and our CR hasn't fouled a 
plug since. 

Horsepower is still the Honda's 
strongest feature. The powerband has 
the same characteristics as last year's

CR, but there’s more power through- 
out the range. Bottom end is still 
good, but our bike, with stock jet- 
ung, had a slight hesitation at low 
RPM and would bog exiting extreme- 
ly tight turns. However, a quick fan 
of theclutch (or two) would bring the 
motor back on the pipe, allowing the 
bike to hook up and power out of the 
turns. Once on the pipe, the Honda 
pulls hard and keeps pulling hard 
throughout the powerband in a pre- 
dictable manner. This makes the 
Honda rather easy to ride for such a 
powerfull 125cc motocrosser. 

The only real complaint we have 
with the CR's motor is the super 
short kickstarter lever. It's so short 
and has such a weird bend that it's

hard to use and, if you're not carefull, 
youcan painfully smash your foot on 
the footpeg at the bottom of the 
stroke. But the major problem is get- 
ting a good enough kick to turn the 
motor over enough to start it. It usu- 
ally takes a bunch of quick, fast jabs 
on the lever before it fires to life. 
Our CR was always hard to start 
when cold. It rarely started with less 
than 10 kicks, and sometimes it 
wouldn't start at all, usually when 
the fuel petcock was left on for a long 
period of time. Once it does fire to 
life, it takes forever to warm up. We 
usually let the Honda idle for at least 
a minute or so before putting it into 
gear and dropping the clutch. Even 
then, we still had to ride it around for

a while before we could get down to 
some serious riding. After the motor 
is hpt, 99% of the time the Honda 
starts on the first kick. 

The new Showa cartridge fork is 
no better or worse than last year’s 
excellent Kayaba-made unit. The 
Showa fork has exceptionaly smooth 
action over all types and sizes of 
bumps and jumps. There are no 
harsh spots throughout the stroke, so 
the front end gives a feel of super 
control when jamming over rough 
sections of track at high speed. 

The back end is a different story. 
Although better than last year’s CR, 
the Pro-Link suspension doesn’t quite 
match the smoothness of the front 
fork. The Kayaba shock handles 
medium- to large-size bumps okay, 
but over the smaller, sharp-edged 
bumps that are usually found when 
powering out of turns, the back end 
bounces around a bit. It feels as 
though the Kayaba shock packs too 
much under acceleration and loses 
some of its smooth action. 

But over the bigger bumps, the rear 
suspension works well and stays close 
to the ground, making the CR very 
stable at high speeds. We did notice 
some fading after long periods of 
riding. 

Turning the Honda is simple and 
predictable. It goes where it’s pointed 
and, combined with its good tires, 
the CR gets in and out of turns 
quickly. The bike loves plowing 
through berms, but can hug an inside 
line almost as well. Good seating 








position, a narrow layout and com- 
fortable-bend handlebars helpa great 
deal. 

Overall handling is first rate on the 
Honda, especially in the braking de- 
partment. The front disc brake has 
perfect feel; one finger on the easy-to- 
reach front brake lever is all that's 
needed to achieve the right amount of 
power. The front brake has just the 
right amount of play, and never had 
any problems with air bubbles build- 
ing up in the brake line. 

'The new rear disc brake has excel- 
lent feel. Using a rubber hose and a 
single-piston caliper makes the rear 
disc not too touchy but strong enough 
to control the rear wheel. We didn't 
experience locking up problems nor- 
mally associated with rear disc brakes. 
However, we did notice the tendency 
for the rear wheel to hop and chatter 
when braking over bumpy terrain, 
more than last year's CR, since there 
is no longer a full-floating torque 
arm with the disc unit. So some of the 
advantage of having a disc brake over 
a drum system is lost right there. But 
when it comes to plain ol' stopping 
power, the Honda has more than 
enough. 


Conclusion 

Honda's gamble of completely re- 
designing its already proved CR125R 
paid off in a big way. The 1987 
CR125 has stronger power, a smoother 
powerband, better suspension and 
more precise handling than the 1986 
CR — that’s saying a lot. e.

Rhoads romps in Fort Wayne

Mike Rhoads jumped out to an early — but 
slim — points lead over veterans Garth Brow, 


Eddie Morris and Dave Hebb as the 12th 
Annual Indoor Pro Ice Race Series opened at 


Fort Wayne's Memorial Coli- 
seum. 

In the round-robin format, 
Rhoads won four heats (each 
win worth three points) and was sec- 
ond in another (two points) for a 
total of 14 of 15 possible points. Six- 
time series champ Garth “Gonzo” 
Brow won four heats to score 12 
points. Brow crashed hard while dic- 
ing with Bryan Hardin in a fifth heat 
and finished last after a restart from 
the penalty line. Morris won three six- 
lap heats en route to a 12 points, and 
Hebb rode consistently with three 





seconds and two wins to tie for second 
place after one round. 
Arai/Fox/SuperTrapp/Wiseco 

Megacycle/Lectron/Oury/Honda of 
Bartow, Florida-sponsored Brow went 
on to win the main event, however, 
over Rhoads, Morris, and Hebb who 
shared the front row start. Rhoads 
was second and Hebb third while 
Morris crashed near the end of the 
eight-lap final but recovered to finish 
sixth. Dave Knapp, one of three mo- 
torcycle riders to do double-duty 
aboard ATVs, won the four-wheel 
main event aboard a Kawasaki 
Mojave.

Other motorcycle heat winners in- 
cluded Chuck Springsteen, Knapp, 
Hardin, and Dan Ingram. In one of 
two spectacular match races (run be- 
tween heats as exhibitions) Brow best- 
ed Morris at the finish line as “Fast 
Eddie" pulled a wheelie on the last 
short straight, a move which let Brow 
dive inside for the win. 

“Gonzo saves his wheelie for after 
therace," joked announcer Dave Mc- 
Carthy as the crowd applauded Brow’s 
victory celebration. 

Ingram defeated Chuck Springsteen 
in the other match race. 

“We have lots of ice outside in 
Flint," Rhoads admitted, although 
he and fellow Flint, Michigan native 
Brow didn't do any specific race prac- 
ticing. 

“Tt was more of a technical session,” 
joked Rhoads. “We set up a track 
about a mile long and got the bikes 
going at least 75 miles an hour. It was 
great!" 

Although he was battling the flu 
and felt tired throughout the night, 
Rhoads felt good about his early 
points lead and hastened to give credit 
to sponsors Herb and Bryon Mollo- 
seau and Arai Helmets. 

Brow remained optimistic about 
his chances for a seventh consecutive 
National Championship on ice. “A 
lot of things can happen on the ice, 
but I feel good about the way I'm 
riding," he said while signing auto- 
` graphs for a horde of youngsters who 
poured out of the stands to mob the 
winner's circle. 

Once again, two dedicated motor- 
cycle builders — Byron Molloseau of 
Michigan and Dan Thompson of 





Ohio — are providing equipment for 
the pro series. Molloseau entered four 
motorcycles (Brow, Morris, Rhoads, 
and Launce Sulaty) and provided 
motors for two others (Springsteen 
and Hardin). Thompson, a well- 
known Harley-Davidson engine 
builder and developer, raised his con- 
tribution from three to four bikes this 
year (Hebb, Scott Drake, and rookies 
Scott Stump and Don Estep). All 
were riding 250cc Honda four-strokes 
with only two other brands represent- 
ed (Dave Coe, Ducati; and Jack Mayer, 
Suzuki). Molloseau also builds many 
of the studded tires required for trac- 
tion on the indoor ice. 

The series remains one of the best 
spectator attractions in racing as pro- 
moter Staton Lorenz moves all over 
the ice on skates to keep things mov- 
ing on schedule. Only one month of 
racing is available as this year's series 
consists of just five events compared 
with recent years when as many as 
seven to nine races were held. 

Contingency sponsors for the ser- 
ies include Arai Helmets, Hi-Point 
Racing Products, Carlisle Tire Co., 
Kold Kutter Ice Studs, SuperTrapp, 
and Pro Trykes. In addition, American 
Honda will award (by drawing) a 
new 1987 FourTrax 250X to a Honda 
motorcycle rider finishing among the 
top four in points. .

In the 30-40 class it was a classic 
showdown between Honda pilots Rod 
Nordstrom and Gary Bault, who was 
making his class debut. The two ex- 
pro riders put on a super display of 
throttle work for the spectators with 
Nordstrom taking top cash with 1-1 
rides to beat Bault (2-2).

Crosby captures 
LA County MX win

The California Racing Club 
held the last motocross of its 
1986 season at Los Angeles 
County Raceway today. Many 
riders were trying hard to boost their 
points for the year, but the intensity 
was greatest and the luck the worst in 
the 125cc Novice race. Mike Crosby 
eventually came out the winner, when 
his closest competition crashed out. 

Tony Qualls and Crosby kept their 
long rivalry going with a flashy start 
in moto one. Qualls was off the line 
first with Crosby berserking it around 
the outside of the first turn and was 
right on Qualls’ back from the begin- 
ning. They were going at it hot and 
heavy when another rider, Doug 
Houston, crashed very hard right 
after a big jump where he could not 
be seen by oncoming riders. The race 
was stopped for some time while 
Houston was transported to Palm- 
dale Hospital. He saw stars for a 
while, but was OK. 

On the restart, Qualls was in the 
lead again, but Crosby was even closer 
and took the lead in lap two. Qualls 
was never more than a few bike 
lengths away, but could not get back 
past Crosby, who took the moto win. 

"As the flag dropped for moto two, 
it was Crosby who read the starter 
and led the pack out of the gate. 
Qualls was in a close second. Qualls 
went down in a hairpin turn halfway 
through the first lap and injured his 
knee. The moto was stopped again 
and Qualls also got a ride to the hos- 
pital for precautionary x-rays. His 
knee was badly bruised but otherwise 
OK. With Qualls gone, there was no 
one to challenge Crosby. He got the 
holeshot at the restart and ran away 
with the moto for two firsts and the 
overall 125cc Novice win. 

Another 125cc rider, pro Eddie 
Hicks had no problem winning the 
first 125cc Pro moto as he flashed to 
an immediate lead and stayed there 
all the way. A.J. Whiting, on a new 
Cagiva ride, followed in second. Hicks 
seemed definitely off his stride in 
moto two. Dean Matson got the hole- 
shot, followed by Whiting and Rick 
Ryan. Hicks came out of the gate in 
fourth position and could not better 
it. The spark was just not there and 
that fourth dropped him to second 
overall 125cc Pro. The top three were 
very close for three laps, then Whit- 
ing screamed around the outside of 
the start sweeper to take the lead. 
Ryan moved up soon after and tried 
many times to pass Whiting, includ- 
inga last ditch effort at the checkered. 
'To no avail; Whiting seems very sat- 
isfied with the Cagiva and took the 
first overall 125cc Pro win.
